The friends of Jim Howard, who 
aided in the expenses of his first trial, 
themselves men of moderate means 
and large families, are unable to incur 
the burden of the second trial. 

Jim Howard, the "desperado" of The 
Courier-Journal and the Campbell 
papers, has the spirit of a hero. While 
the hills of his home are changing from 
brown to green in the spring sunshine,
